REMARKS 

Claims 8-12, 15-21, and 23-48 are pending in the application. 

By the foregoing Amendment, claims 1-7 and 22 are cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

These changes are believed not to introduce new matter, and entry of the Amendment is 
respectfully requested. 

Restriction Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121 

In the Office Action dated September 23, 2003, election was required of one of the following 
inventions: invention I (claims 1-7 and 22) and invention II (claims 8-12, 15-21,and 23-48). 

In response to the restriction requirement, applicant elects invention n, claims 8-12, 15- 
21, and 23-48. The non-elected claims are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer.
